Plans For Plaque

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Landlords and 
Community Pride 


Out in Pittsfield the other day 
the Berkshire Evening lHagle 
printed an article by the noted Bos- 
ton landscape architect, Egbert 
Hans, on the beauty of Andover. 
The reading of such an article 
would cause any Andoverite to feel 
indeed proud of his town, were it 
not for the fact that he might be 
spending more time wondering why 
the writer hadn’t seen the other 
parts of the town. 


Yes, there are sections of An- 
dover that are truly beautiful, but 
because Phillips, Abbot and Shaw- 
sheen and sundry residential sec- 
tions are pretty, we shouldn't blind 
ourselves to the fact that some 
parts of Andover are definitely 
ugly. Of course, most of it can’t 
be helped by the general populace, 
for unfortunately the Constitution 
forbids the passage of any zoning 
act which would apply to dwellings 
and buildings existing at the time 
of the passage of the act. 


It really is up to the individual 
landlord, but for some reason or 
other many of our local landlords 
aren’t too much interested in add- 
ing to the town’s beauty. Our 
business section could be a much 
more attractive stretch, and cer- 
tainly some of our residential sec- 
tions could stand a lot of improve- 
ment. Even granted that the houses 
were poorly and unattractively 
built in the first place, it would 
seem that landlords might have 
sufficient community pride to do 
something about it. Real estate 
holding is more than a matter of 
collecting rents, especially in a 
town like Andover where from a 
tax angle real estate holding isn’t 
too expensive a problem. 


Law-breaking Enforcers 


We can't help but be a bit inter- 
ested in the goings-on in our neigh- 
boring city of Lawrence, and if we 
have to provide some reason for an 
Andover paper’s editorializing on 
a Lawrence subject, we might say 
that it’s a man for whom we vote 
who should have seen that the 
Lawrence mess was straightened 
out. At a recent Service club meet- 
ing when assistant attorney gen- 
eral Volpe spoke, he was asked 
why the local district attorney had 
done nothing about it. There can 
be only one answer, and that is 
negligence, or failure to perform 
the duties that he had asked the 
electorate to allow him to perform. 

Now over in Lawrence the police 
and fire departments are being run 
by a man who has been sentenced 
to jail for conspiracy in connection 
with the selection of a superinten- 
dent of schools. He has gone 
through due process of law, and 
though a good many people believe 
him innocent, the fact remains that 
the duly constituted courts have 
found him guilty, and therefore 
Lawrence should refuse to allow 
him to run those two departments. 

And the superintendent of 
schools has pleaded guilty in con- 
nection with the purchase of his 
job. Despite that the school com- 
mittee on Monday evening voted 
four to one to retain him as super- 
intendent. It doesn’t leave a very 
good taste in the mouths of law- 
respecting citizens, does it? In 
fact, to all future potential office- 
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holders it is a pretty good guaran- 
tee that they can get away with al- 
most anything. 


Lawrence is strangely without 
leadership for good. There seems 
to be no force which will rally pub- 
lic opinion behind decent, honest, 
clean government. Lawrence needs 
that leadership. but she doesn’t 
seem to have it and no one seems 
to care. 


Probably the only other thing 
left for those citizens who want to 
see the law administered and en- 
forced by men who themselves 
obey the law is to wage a deter- 
mined campaign to elect a district 
attorney who will see that crooked 
politics do not exist in his county.

Anent the editorial in last week’s 
issue advocating a general beauti- 
fying job on the town hall, we re- 
ceived, this week, an anonymous 
suggestion that the building be re- 
named as well as refurnished. We 
might honor our three selectmen in 
the process, calling the edifice
